WITNESSETH  THAT: 

WHEREAS,  it  has  been  determined  to  "be  necessary  and  desirable 
to  both  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  The  United  States  of 
America,  to  include  in  the  leased  premises  additional  land  for  the 
expansion  of  an  existing  acces.3  road  and  construction  of  a  drainage 
system  at  Federal  Government  Expense  at  Otis  Air  Force  Ease, 
Massachusetts. 

NOT,  THEREFORE,  the  parties  hereto  in  consideration  of  the 
premises  do  mutually  further  agree  as  follows: 

1.  The  following  Parcels  "E"  and  "F"  are  added  to  the  leased

The  Government  shall  have  an  easement  and  right  of  way  in,  upon, 
under,  over,  and  across  the  above  described  Parcel  "E"  which  shall 
consist  of  the  right  to  construct,  maintain,  operate,  patrol,  replace, 
and/or  remove  an  access  road,  including  but  not  limited  to  ingress 
and  egress;  the  right  to  construct,  maintain,  repair,  operate, 
patrol,  replace,  r.nd/or  remove  underground  water  and  sewerage  lines, 
o  verbs..  '.'.  other  utilities;  together  with  the  right  to 

m,  cut,  fell,  and  remove  therefrom  all  trees  and  underbrush,  ob- 
structions, and  any  other  vegetation,  structures,  or  obstacles  within 
the  limits  of  the  right  of  way  and  adjacent  thereto  as  is  necessary 
to  provide  adequate  clearance  and  to  eliminate  interference  with  or 
hazards  to  the  structures,  access  road,  or  utilities  placed  or  con- 
structed on,  over,  or  under  said  right  of  way. 
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Reserving,  however,  to  the  Lessor,  its  successors  and  assigns 
all  right,  title,  interest  and  privilege  as  may  he  used  and  enjoyed 
without  interfering  with  or  abridging  the  rights  granted  to  the 
United  States  for  such  right  of  way. 

PARCEL  "F"  -  Drainage-Easement-Right-of-Way

Knowing  of  your  interest  in  Air  Force  matters,  the 
Secretary  has  asked  me  to  inform  you  of  our  plans  affecting 
the  Strategic  Air  Command  (SAC)  alert  forces. 

In  his  Fiscal  Year  1970  Posture  Statement,  the  Secretary 
of  Defense  informed  the  Congress  that  to  improve  the  surviva- 
bility of  our  SAC  alert  forces,  we  would  disperse  them  to 
additional  ("Satellite")  bases.   Accordingly,  we  plan  to  locate 
approximately  four  aircraft  and  100  military  personnel  at  each 
of  several  selected  active  military  bases  beginning  in  the 
summer  of  1969.   There  will  be  no  significant  reduction  of  per- 
sonnel at  the  main  operating  bases  now  supporting  SAC  forces. 

We  will  use  existing  facilities  in  most  cases  with  minimum 
construction  to  be  accomplished  where  required.   Those  bases 
which  have  been  identified  for  implementation  this  summer  are 
listed  below:

DEPARTMENT  OF  DEFENSE  ANNOUNCES  307  ACTIONS   tfgftg  <#&J 
AFFECTING  INSTALLATIONS  AND  ACTIVITIES 

Secretary  of  Defense  Melvin  R.    Laird,    acting  on  recommendations  of 
the  Secretaries  of  the  Army,    Navy,    and  Air  Force,    today  announced  280 
specific  actions  to  consolidate,    reduce,    realign,    or  close  military  instal- 
lations and  activities  in  the  United  States  and  Puerto  Rico. 

When  completed,    these  actions,    together  with  27  other  actions  overseas, 
will  reduce  expenditures  approximately  $609  million  annually.     About  37,  800 
military  and  27,  000  civilian  positions  will  be  eliminated. 

Today's  actions  are  part  of  the  FY  '70  defense  expenditure  reductions  of 
up  to  $3  billion  announced  by  the  Secretary  of  Defense  on  August  21,    1969. 

Civilian  personnel  separated  by  reduction- in- force  or  who  decline  to 
accept  transfer  offers  will  be  provided  all  the  advantages  outlined  in  the  DoD 
policy  on  stability  of  employment  for  career  employees,    including  priority 
rights  to  vacancies  in  other  DoD  activities,  aid  priority  for  reemployment. 
Transportation  and  travel  expenses  will  be  allowed  for  career  employees  who 
must  be  relocated  to  other  DoD  activities.      The  local  offices  of  the  U.    S.    Civil 
Service     Commission,    State  Employment  Service  offices,    and  business  firms 
will  be  solicited  for  assistance  in  locating  employment  for  those  needing  it. 
Personnel  will  be  advised  of  retraining  programs  which  are  available.    Because 
of  other  budget  cuts,   however,    it  will  not  be  possible,    as  in  the  past,    to  guar- 
antee each  affected  person  another  job  offer. 

The  services  of  the  DoD  Office  of  Economic  Adjustment  will  be  made 
available  to  communities  affected  by  the  reductions. 

Decisions  involving  overseas  installations  will  not  be  announced  until 
necessary  consultations  are  completed  with  the  host  countries.     Overseas 
reductions  do  not  affect  activities  in  Korea,    Thailand,    or  Vietnam. 


No  bases  in  Europe  are  being  closed  and  reductions  in  military  personnel 
are  insignificant.     No  decision  has  been  reached  on  the  ultimate  disposal  of 

those  installations  in  the  United  States  and  Puerto  Rico  which  are  to  be  closed 
as  a  result  of  these  actions.

Many  of  the  announced  actions  will  be  completed  by  January  1970  in 
order  to  achieve  the  maximum  reductions  during  the  remainder  of  FY  '70. 

It  is  anticipated  that  other  installation  and  activity  consolidation,    re- 
duction,   realignment,   and  closure  actions  will  be  announced  in  the  future 
as  further  economy  studies  progress. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  principal  actions  in  the  United  States. 

1.  North  American  Air  Defense  Command: 

a.  Two  NIKE  HERCULES  firing  batteries  at  Eielson  Air  Force 
Base,   Alaska,   will  be  inactivated. 

b.  The  ground  environment  and  the  command/ control  and  air 
defense  structure  of  the  Aerospace  Defense  Command  (ADC)  will  be  realigned. 
Oxnard  Air  Force  Base,   Camarillo,    California;    Stewart  Air  Force  Base, 
Newburgh,   New  York;    and  Suffolk  County  Air  Force  Base,    Westhampton 
Beach,    Long  Island,   will  be  closed.     Also,    two  ADC  numbered  Air  Force 
headquarters  and  combat  centers,    three  air  division  and  associated  direction 
centers,    five  fighter  interceptor  squadrons,   an  airborne  early  warning  and 
control  wing  (AWEC)  and  three  AWEC  squadrons  will  be  inactivated.     One 

air  defense  missile  squadron  (BOMARC);    two  aircraft  control  and  warning 
(AC&W)  squadrons,    four  radar  squadrons,    one  surveillance  squadron,    six 
fighter  dispersal  detachments,   and  the  Back-up  Interceptor  Control  (BUIC) 
portion  of  one  radar  site  will  be  inactivated.      The  air  defense  training  mission 
at  Perrin  Air  Force  Base,   Pottsboro,    Texas,   also  will  be  reduced.     One 
AC&W  and  one  radar  site  will  be  taken  over  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Admin- 
istration.   The  air  defense  responsibilities  of  the  units  being  phased  out  will 
be  assumed  by  adjoining  command /control  activities,   by  the  relocation  of 
active  fighter  squadron  dispersal  detachments  to  other  sites,   and  by  the 
transfer  of  functions  to  and  re-equipping  of  Air  National  Guard  fighter  inter- 
ceptor units  with  later  model  aircraft  from  squadrons  being  inactivated. 

c.  The  United  States  Government  has  been  carrying  out  continuing 
consultations  with  the  Government  of  Canada  concerning  those  readjustments 
that  affect  NORAD. 

2.  Strategic  Air  Command:      B-58  bombers  at  Little  Rock  Air  Force 
Base,   Jacksonville,   Arkansas,   and  Grissom  Air  Force  Base,    Bunker  Hill, 
Indiana,   will  be  phased  out  of  the  force.    This  action  is  possible  because  of 
improvements  in  our  strategic  deterrence  resulting  from  the  forthcoming 
addition  of  the  new  FB-111  bombers,   improved  Minuteman  and  Polaris/ 
Poseidon  missiles,   and  also  the  continuation  of  B-52  bombers.     Little  Rock 
Air  Force  Base  will  be  placed  under  the  Tactical  Air  Command  and  assigned 
the  airlift  and  crew  training  missions  that  were  previously  scheduled  for

reassignment  to  Blytheville  Air  Force  Base,   Arkansas,   and  Dyess  Air 
Force  Base,   Abilene,    Texas.    Grissom  Air  Force  Base  will  accommodate 
a  SAC  air  refueling  wing  and  Air  Reserve  units  from  Bakalar  Air  Force 
Base,   Columbus,   Indiana,   which,   in  turn,    will  be  closed.     In  addition, 
Headquarters  SAC  at  Offutt  Air  Force  Base,   Nebraska,   its  subordinate 
command  structure,   and  other  SAC  installations  will  be  reduced  or  realigned. 

3.  Tactical  Air  Command:      An  F-4E  fighter    squadron  at  George  Air

A  combat  security  police  training  wing 
at  Fort  Campbell,   Kentucky,    and  combat  security  police  squadrons  at  England 
Air  Force  Base,   Alexandria,    Louisiana,   Seymour  Johnson  Air  Force  Base, 
Goldsboro,   North  Carolina,   will  be  inactivated.      Flying  hours  and  attendant 
maintenance  capability  for  C-130  units  also  will  be  reduced. 

4.  Military  Airlift  Command:         Three  MAC  airlift  squadrons  equipped 
with  the  older  model  C-124  aircraft,   will  be  inactivated  and  their  missions 
absorbed  by  airlift  units  equipped  with  the  C-141  jet  aircraft  and  those  sched- 
uled to  be  equipped  with  the  C-5A  transports.      These  MAC  airlift  squadrons 
are  presently  located  at  Hickam  Air  Force  Base,   Honolulu,    Hawaii;    Kelly 
Air  Force  Base,    San  Antonio,    Texas;  and  McChord  Air  Force  Base,    Tacoma, 
Washington.     MAC  headquarters  at  Scott  Air  Force  Base,   Illinois,    and  some 
of  its  subordinate  command  elements  will  be  reduced. 

5.  Department  of  Defense  Air  Reserve  Force  Structure: 

a.  Navy:       The  Naval  Air  Stations  at  Minneapolis,    Minnesota,   and 
Olathe,    Kansas,   will  be  realigned.      The  Naval  Air  Stations  at  Alameda, 
California;  Jacksonville,    Florida;  Memphis,    Tennessee;    Dallas,    Texas; 
Glenview,   Illinois;  and  Seattle,   Washington;    and  the  Naval  Air  Facility  at 
Detroit,   Michigan,   will  be  the  receiving  installations  for  the  relocated  Naval 
Air  Reserve  units. 

b.  Air  Force:      Within  the  Air  Reserve  and  Air  National  Guard 
force  structure,   the  reserve  units  now  at  Bakalar  Air  Force  Base,   Columbus, 
Indiana,   will  be  relocated  to  Grissom  Air  Force  Base,   Indiana,    and  the 
remaining  units  at  Bakalar  will  be  inactivated.     Other  Reserve  and  Air 
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National  Guard  units  will  be  relocated  and/or  realigned  and  re-equipped  to 
enhance  their  capacity  for  support  of  the  active  force  structure. 

6.  Department  of  the  Army: 

a.  Reductions  in  operations  and  personnel  strength  will  be  made 
at  Headquarters,    Department  of  the  Army  and  at  its  field  elements  in  the 
United  States. 

b.  Four  NIKE  HERCULES  firing  batteries  at  Oahu,   Hawaii,   will 
be  inactivated. 

7.  Department  of  the  Navy: 

a.  The  Engineering  Field  Divisions  of  the  Naval  Facilities  Engin- 
eering Command  will  be  realigned  and  cons  olidated,    thereby  reducing  the 
number  of  field  divisions  from  13  to  six.    The  six  remaining  Engineering 
Field  Divisions  will  be  located  in  Hawaii;    San  Francisco  area,   California, 
Philadelphia,    Pennsylvania;    Washington,    D.    C.  ;  Norfolk,    Virginia;  and 
Charleston,   South  Carolina.

d.  Operations  at  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Naval  Shipyard  (Mare 
Island  Division  and  Hunter's  Point  Division)    California,   will  be  reduced.

This  letter  is  to  seek  your  help  in  connection  with  establishing  a 
dental  hygienist  program  at  Cape  Cod  Community  College. 

High  on  the  priority  list  of  Cape  Cod  Community  College's  curriculum 
plans  for  the  near  future  is  a  two-year  associate  degree,  occupational 
program  to  train  dental  hygienist s.  We  feel  we  have  clearly  established 
demand  and  needs  in  our  community.  To  refurbish  and  equip  part  of  one  of 
our  buildings  as  a  dental  hygiene  clinic  would  be  extremely  expensive. 
Fortunately,  we  may  be  able  to  obtain  the  use  of  a  very  fine  dental  clinic 
already  in  existence. 

Otis  Air  Force  Base,  situated  in  the  heart  of  Cape  Cod  just  a  few  miles 
from  this  College,  will  be  turned  over  to  the  National  Guard  at  the  end  of 
this  year.  We  have  talked  with  Colonel  Arthur  B.  Harris,  the  Base  dental 
surgeon,  who  has  informed  us  that  the  Base  dental  clinic  will  be  phased  out 
by  the  end  of  September  1972.  Previously,  we  had  talked  with  Colonel  Donald 
Cowe,  Assistant  Surgeon  for  Dental  Affairs,  Air  Defense  Command,  Ent  Air 
Force  Base,  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado,  when  he  was  visiting  Otis. 

These  two  officers  encouraged  us  to  consider  using  the  dental  clinic  at 
the  Air  Force  Base  and  suggested  that  preliminaries  to  such  an  arrangement 
might  be  made  through  your  auspices.  Colonel  Harris  suggested  that  the 
appropriate  contacts  in  the  Pentagon  would  be  Dr.  Richard  Wilbur,  Assistant 
Secretary  of  Defense  for  Health,  and  Brigadier  General  Roger  Hombs,  Assistant 
Surgeon  General  for  Dental  Services  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force. 

The  Otis  Air  Force  Base  dental  clinic  is  a  one-floor  dwelling  which  was 
constructed  for  that  purpose  in  1968.  The  modern  dental  equipment  and 
cabinetry  (consisting  of  Den-tal-ez  chairs  and  Ritter  units)  is  completely 
fixed.  Central  air  and  evacuation  and  plumbing  systems  service  the  entire 
clinic.  The  well-designed  clinic  includes  twelve  dental  treatment  rooms, 
two  fixed  x-ray  units,  a  dark  room,  a  small  dental  laboratory,  a  reception 
area  with  ladies'  and  men's  rooms,  a  business  office,  a  supervisor's  office, 
and  a  library- conference  lounge.  This  represents  an  ideal  dental  clinic 
teaching  facility  (with  preventive  services  available  to  Air  Force,  Air 
National  Guard,  and  Coast  Guard  families.)

Thus,  the  Otis  Air  Force  Base  dental  clinic  would  be  immediately 
satisfactory  for  the  establishment  of  a  dental  hygiene  training  program  at 
Cape  Cod  Community  College.  Perhaps  we  could  arrange  for  the  use  of  this 
facility  until  such  time  as  the  College  can  generate  federal  funding  for  the 
creation  of  a  suitable  allied  health  facility  on  campus.  This  could  be  a 
fine  answer  to  a  serious  need  in  our  community  at  a  substantial  saving  to 
the  economy  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  its  regional  community 
colleges.

As  you  will  recall,  the  Air  Force  has  advised  roe  and  others 
that  the  Air  Force  mission  at  Otis  will  be  very  substantially 
reduced  and  that  the  major  defense  role  will  henceforth  largely 
revert  to  the  Air  National  Guard. 

It  would  be  very  helpful  to  me  in  answering  correspondence 
from  constituent  interests  to  have  at  the  earliest  possible 
date  some  indication  as  to  the  nature  and  extent  of  the 
continuing  Air  Force  (and  other  related  defense) agencies) 
requirements  for  these  facilities. 

This  will  enable  me  to  accuaint  my  constituents  with  the  pertinent 
data  so  that  they  may  support  intelligently  their  requests  for 
particular  Federally  oriented  projects.  For  example,  I  have  had 
correspondence  on  the  following: 

1)  The  President  of  the  Cape  Cod  Community  College  is 
interested  in  acquiring  (or  perhaps  just  using)  some 
of  the  dental  facilities  in  connection  with  a  new 
course  to  be  offered  for  dental  technicians. 

2)  Others  have  corresponded  concerning  the  possible 
use  of  the  facilities  for  regional  mental  health 
program. 

3)  Others  have  suggested  the  possibility  of  the 
Veterans  Administration  utilizing  the  hospital  as  a 
supplement  to  the  Brockton  Veterans  Administration 
Hospital. 

4)  Retired  military  personnel,  of  which  there  are 
great  numbers  on  the  Cape,  are  concerned  about  the 
continued  operation  of  the  commissary.

5)  Many  of  the  towns  are  interested  in  housing  for  the 
elderly  and  poor,  and  since  there  is  a  probability  that 
500  to  600  units  may  be  surplus  to  the  defense  requirenents , 
there  may  be  other  agencies  of  the  Federal  Government 
that  will  be  in  a  position  to  use  them. 

President  Nixon's  Executive  ©rder  11508  directed  the  General 
Services  Administration  to  survey  all  Federal  property  to 
determine  whether  it  was  being  optimally  used  in  the  public 
interest.  Between  a  GSA  declaration  as  surplus  and  continued 
marginal  Federal  use  of  defense  installations  there  might  very 
well  be  a  middle  ground  whereby  these  investments  could  be 
jointly  used  constructively  by  the  Federal  agencies  and  private 
citizens.  There  are  untold  millions  of  taxpayers'  dollars 
invested  in  facilities  that  might  serve  such  a  dual  purpose. 

By  gicing  honest  and  intelligent  appraisals  of  the  present 
plans  it  may  be  possible  to  achieve  substantial  goodwill  for 
the  Air  Force  and  for  the  Department  of  defense.  The  people 
of  Cape  Cod,  having  been  told,  very  recently  that  the  "5-year 
plan"  contemplated  a  continuing  major  role  for  the  Air  Force 
at  Otis,  were  caught  off  guard  by  this  deactivation  plan. 
If  we  could  now  be  more  forthright  we  might  recapture  some 
of  the  credibility  lost  through  the  rather  abrupt  earlier 
change  of  position. 

Accordingly,  I  suggest  that  we  make  every  effort  to  carry  the 
public  along  with  us  in  our  deliberations  and  conclusions.  It 
is  my  understanding  <8rom  my  contacts  with  personnel  in  your 
office  that  they  are  well  acquainted  with  the  problem  and  this 
philosophy  and  are  making  every  effort  to  have  as  much  information 
as  possible  ready  for  release  early  in  June. 

I  look  forward  to  hearing  from  you  on  this  matter.

Thank  you  for  your  letter  of  '"av  11th  regarding  the  meeting 
you  had  with  my  staff  assistant,  D.ovid  Siddall. 

As  you  know,  I  have  reguested  full  information  on  the  Otis 
phasedown  plans  In  several  meetings  with  Pentagon  officials. 
I  have  been  assured  that  detailed  information  will  be  available 
early  in  June. 

In  addition  to  the  phasedown  schedule  and  related  plans,  I 
understand  that  a  survey  is  now  being  conducted  at  Otis  to 
determine  individual  family  plans  since  there  is  the  possibility 
that  a  number  of  families  will  decide  to  stay  on  the  Cape  to 
finish  out  the  school  year  even  though  the  husband  may  be  trans- 
ferred during  that  year.  This  also  should  be  completed  by  earl^ 
June . 

Normally  I  am  briefed  by  Air  Force  and  Defense  Department  officials 
when  such  information  is  available,  and  I  would  welcome  your 
participation  in  such  a  meeting. 

I  have  instructed  v'r.  Siddall  to  keep  you  and  Superintendent 
Brown  fully  informed  of  any  developments  here,  and  I  will 
be  in  further  touch  with  you  as  soon  as  a  meetinq  has  been  set 
in  order  that  you  may  make  plans  to  be  present.

Recently  in  the  local  newspapers,  articles  and  items  have 
been  appearing  of  different  committees  and  organizations 
forming  to  discuss  the  future  use  of  Otis  Air  Force  Base. 

The  Board  feels,  at  this  time,  that  we  should  make  clear 
to  you,  the  position  of  the  Town  of  Bourne.   We  feel  quite 
strongly  that  the  best  interest  of  Bourne  and  the  Cape  would 
be  served  by  Otis' s  continued  use  as  a  federal  military 
installation.   We  sincerely  hope  that  Otis  will  continue  to 
exist  in  its  present  general  use  as  a  military  installation. 

The  financial  impact  need  not  be  stressed,  as  we  are 
all  cognizant  of  it.   If  the  Air  Force  has  no  need,  or  only 
a  small  need  for  the  facility,  we  would  encourage  the 
Defense  Department  and  the  Treasury  Department  to  expand 
their  other  activities,  such  as  the  Army,  Navy,  National 
Guard  and  Coast  Guard  units  using  the  base. 

Many  of  our  now  permanent  residents  were  first  brought 
to  the  Cape  through  Otis  connections.   Many  other  military 
people  have  decided  to  retire  here  because  they  may  use  the 
facilities  at  Otis,  as  well  as  the  excellent  Bourne  school 
system.

This  is  in  further  reference  to  your  letter  of  April  ?8th 
regarding  the  phasedown  of  Otis  Air  Force  Base,  and  the  effect 
this  has  on  the  Bourne  Schools. 

The  enclosed  letter  from  Mr.  William  Sheehan,  Director  of  the 
Economic  Adjustment  Bureau  of  the  Department  of  Defense 
outlines  the  current  efforts  being  made  to  be  of  assistance. 
I  note  with  interest  that  their  preliminary  estimate  is  that 
there  will  be  only  300  less  active  Air  Force  personnel  at  Otis 
on  September  30th,  1972,  than  on  March  1st,  1972.

Dear  Mr.   Keith: 

This  letter  responds  to  your  referrals  of  May  1,    1972  to  us  and  of 
May  2,    1972  to  Colonel  Robinette  of  the  Air  Force  concerning  the 
letter  you  received  from  Mr.    Roland  T.    Brown,    Superintendent  of 
Schools,   Bourne,    Massachusetts,    dated  April  28,    1972. 

We  discussed  Mr.    Brown's  letter  and  the  Defense  realignment 
actions  that  were  announced  for  Otis  Air  Force  Base  with  Mr.  David 
Siddall,   your  staff  aide,    on  May  1,    1972.     We  have  assigned  a  staff 
member  to  maintain  liaison  with  the  Department  of  the  Air  Force 
and  the  National  Guard  Bureau  during  the  transition  of  the  base  host 
responsibilities  from  the  Air  Force  to  the  National  Guard  Bureau. 
Additionally,  we  will  explore  the  potentials  for  a  community  assist- 
ance effort  between  the  area  leaders  and  the  President's  Inter- 
Agency  Economic  Adjustment  Committee.    Our  efforts  will  be  closely 
coordinated  with  the  mission  needs  and  requirements  of  the  respec- 
tive military  and  civil  agencies. 

Our  staff  member  visited  Otis  Air  Force  Base  on  May  4-5,    1972 
with  representatives  of  all  the  military  agencies  involved  inpresent 
and  planned  activities.    Mr.  Siddall  participated  in  this  visit  and  also 
accompanied  our  staff  member  during  a  meeting  with  Mr.    Brown  on 
May  4,    1972. 

We  fully  comprehend  Mr.   Brown's  immediate  and  longer  range 
planning  problems.     During  the  meeting  on  May  4,  1972  two  specific 
actions  were  identified  for  prompt  action,   and  these  correlate 
directly  with  Mr.    Brown's  letter.     One  is  a  need  for  information 
about  any  significant  student  withdrawals  between  now  and  the  end  of 
the  present  school  year  that  will  decrease  the  expected  amount  of 
Public  Law  81-874  funds  anticipated  by  the  Bourne  school  system 
from  January  through  June  1972.     No  significant  withdrawals  are

anticipated  in  this  period,   and  Colonel  Arval  T„    Roberson,   the  Base 
Commander,   has  agreed  to  keep  Mr.    Brown  fully  informed  in  this 
regard.     However,    Mr.    Brown  should  anticipate  a  normal  end-of-the- 
year  student  withdrawal  dituation  similar  to  that  of  last  year. 
Mr.    Brown  should  maintain  periodic  contact  with  Captain  Michael  D„ 
Shutack  at  Otis  Air  Force  Base  on  this  problem. 

The  second  problem  involves  potential  student  enrollment  for  1972-73. 
Our  staff  member  agreed  to  coordinate  with  the  Air  Force,    the  National 
Guard  Bureau  and  the  Department  of  Health,   Education  and  Welfare 
(DHEW)  representatives  and  secure  relatively  reliable  base  staffing 
information  by  about  June  15,   1972  for  Mr.  Brown's  use.     Mr.    Brown 
should  then  ;be  able  to  work  more  realistically  with  DHEW  and  State 
Education  Department  representatives  to  arrive  at  reliable  profes- 
sional and  non-professional  levels  for  hiring  for  the  1972-73  public 
school  terms.     Our  office  has  been  in  telephone  contact  with  DHEW 
representatives  in  Washington  and  with  Mr.   W.    T.    Logan,   DHEW 
Commissioner  of  Education  in  Boston.    Mr.  Logan  has  agreed  to  explore 
the  applicability  of  those  provisions  of  P.  L.    81-874  (currently  found  in 
Sections  238(e)  and  239(d)  of  Title  20,    United  States  Code)  which  deal 
with  adjustment  for  certain  decreases  in  Federal  activities. 

The  civilian  public  employee  staffing  level  at  Otis  Air  Force  Base  for 
the  period  1972-73  will  be  approximately  the  same  as  for  the  period 
1971-72.     This  should  not  be  construed  to  mean  that  the  personnel 
employed  will  necessarily  be  the  same. 

A  preliminary  estimate  of  active  military  staffing  levels  indicates  that 
of  the  1,  800  Air  Force  positions  as  of  March  1,    1972,   nearly  1,  500  will 
be  staffed  through  September  30,    1972.     Thereafter,   Air  Force  staffing 
levels  will  steadily  decline  through  the  summer  of  1973  to  a  level  of 
about  250.     Until  more  positive  information  about  family  population  and 
residence  plans  of  the  involved  military  personnel  are  available,   this 
cannot  be  considered  the  hard  information  about  specific  student 
requirements  Mr.   Brown  needs.     Between  now  and  June  15  we  will 
work  diligently  on  this  particular  impact  problem  with  the  above  refer- 
enced agencies. 

We  will  advise  you  of  our  efforts  periodically  or  as  you  may  otherwise 
indicate.

Dear  Congressman  Keith: 

On  March  26,   1972,  a  newspaper  story  stated  that  the  Air  Defense  Command 
would  be  evacuating  Otis  Air  Force  Base.     Subsequent  news  stories  and  a  letter 
from  the  Pentagon  to  you  have  apparently  corraborated  this  decision  by  the  Air 
Defense  Command.    We  shall  deeply  regret  any  evacuation  of  Otis  Air  Force  Base 
by  the  Air  Force  as  they  have  made  a  substantial  contribution  to  the  economic 
and  social  welfare  of  this  town  and  this  school  system. 

The  loss  of  these  military  families  with  their  school  attending  children 
will  have  a  devastating  effect  upon  the  Bourne  School  System  and  a  profound  effect 
upon  the  financial  welfare  of  this  town.    The  close  relationship  between  the  Town 
of  Bourne  and  Otis  Air  ForceBase  is  strikingly  singular  and  bears  no  relationship 
to  that  of  other  towns  in  the  area.    The  following  data  indicates  the  proximity  of 
this  relationship  between  Otis  Air  Force  Base  and  the  Town  of  Bourne.

Faced  with  the  impending  developments  on  Otis  Air  Force  Base,  the  Bourne 
School  Committee  was  forced  to  take  preliminary  action  because  of  the  requisites 
of  state  law.    At  their  meeting  of  April  10,  the  Committee  voted  not  to  reappoint 
all  first,  second  and  third  year  teachers.    A  total  of  105  teachers  were  not 
reappointed  as  a  result  of  this  necessary  action.     In  view  of  the  teacher  surplus 
that  presently  exists,  these  teachers  will  find  it  most  difficult  to  find  employment 
in  other  towns.     If  the  evacuation  of  Otis  materializes,  there  will  be  a  substantial 
loss  of  other  job  positions. 

Faced  with  this  catastrophic  promise  of  future  developments,  the  Bourne  School 
System  must  be  reorganized  both  financially  and  staffwise.    Yet,  we  have  been 
provided  with  no  information  to  serve  as  the  basis  for  restructuring  our  school  system. 
It  appears  inevitable  that  other  job  positions  will  be  eliminated.    Yet,  we  have  no 
way  of  knowing  how  many,  at  what  levels  or  in  what  areas.     In  all  fairness,  any 
employee  who  is  to  be  displaced  should  be  notified  at  the  earliest  date  possible  in 
order  that  he  may  have  an  opportunity  to  seek  employment  elsewhere.    The  teacher 
who  loses  his  job  in  August  will  not  find  employment  in  another  school  system. 

Financially,  we  will  not  receive  the  amount  of  874  funds  that  were  anticipated 
in  our  present  budget.    Our  school  finances  will  have  to  be  restructured  to  offset 
this  impending  deficit.    Yet,  at  the  present  time  we  have  no  way  of  knowing  what  sum 
of  funds  will  actually  be  received.    Such  information  is  essential  and  must  be  provided 
in  order  that  we  may  make  the  basic  decisions  that  have  to  be  made. 

It  should  also  be  noted  here  that  under  P.L.   874,  payment  to  a  town  will  cease 
on  the  day  that  a  student  leaves  our  school  system.     It  is  simply  not  possible  to 
reduce  operating  costs  proportionately  due  to  fixed  costs,  teacher  contracts,  etc. 
Inevitably  a  deficit  will  be  incurred  due  to  this  sporadic  movement  of  federally 
connected  students  out  of  this  school  system.    There  will  be  no  P.L.   874  funds 
available  for  payment  of  this  deficit. 

In  the  present  situation  the  Town  of  Bourne  is  responsible  for  the  education  of 
the  children  on  Otis  Air  Force  Base.    As  a  corollary,  the  town  must  incur  the  financial 
obligations  that  are  concommittant  with  this  responsibility.    Yet,  the  town  has  no 
knowledge  or  control  over  the  income  revenues  that  will  be  available  to  defray  these 
obligations.    These  income  revenues  are  determined  by  other  agencies  that  control 
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the  movement  of  federally  connected  students.    This  is  a  grotesquely  untenable 
position  which  the  town  cannot  be  asked  to  accept. 

I  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the  immediate  need  for  the  provision  of  hard 
information  concerning  impending  developments  on  Otis  Air  Force  Base.    Most 
critically,  we  must  know  the  departure  dates  of  students  from  Otis  Air  Force  Base 
and  the  future  status  of  the  base  housing.    Your  assistance  in  constructing  close 
lines   of  communication  between  the  Town  of  Bourne  and  other  involved  agencies 
is  urgently  requested.    It  is  also  to  be  fervently  hoped  that  the  impact  on  the  Town 
of  Bourne  will  carry  substantial  weight  in  all  decisions  affecting  the  Town. 

The  Town  of  Bourne  has  always  been  a  good  neighbor  to  Otis  Air  Force  Base  for 
the  past  15  years.    It  is  entitled  to  no  less  than  reciprocal  treatment  in  this  hour 
of  its  need.

This  is  another  letter  regarding  the  effect  on  the 
economy  of  the  Town  of  Bourne  and  the  Upper  Cape  because  of 
the  phase-out  of  Otis  Air  Force  Base. 

We  have  reconciled  ourselves  to  the  fact  that  the  Air 
Force  is  turning  the  base  over  to  the  Air  National  Guard, 
however,  we  had  assumed  that  the  Air  National  Guard  facilities 
at  Otis  would  be  retained,  and  in  fact  expanded.   Today  we 
hear  what  we  hope  is  only  a  rumor  that  the  National  Guard 
permanent  field  training  site  is  to  be  closein 

This  is  very  disturbing  for  the  following  reasons: 

First:   Again  we  reiterate,  it  was  our  understanding  that 
the  National  Guard  presently  at  Otis  would  be  retained. 

Second:   There  are  approximately  27  full-time  positions 
in  connection  with  the  Field  Training  Unit. 

Third:   The  trainees,  while  attending  their  training 
period  at  Otis,  spend  money  in  the  surrounding  towns  during 
their  off-duty  hours,  thereby  adding  to  the  economy.   The  loss 
of  this  facility  would  adversely  affect  the  employment  and 
economy  of  this  area  which  can  ill  afford  cutbacks. 

We  would  appreciate  any  efforts  on  your  behalf  to  find 
out  if  there  is  any  truth  to  this  rumor,  and  if  so,  any  effort 
you  might  see  fit  to  extend  in  our  behalf  to  retain  this 
training  site  at  Otis  Air  Force  Base.

Enclosed  is  an  account  of  ray  meeting  on  June  12th  with  Supt.  Brown 
of  the  Bourne  Public  Schools,  several  teacher  representatives,  and 
Federal  officials. 

The  projections  discussed  in  the  meeting  were  not  final;  we 
were  assured  that  the  final  figures  would  be  delivered  to  me 
in  writing  no  later  than  Monday,  June  17th.  I  will,  of  course, 
forward  this  letter  immediately  to  Supt.

This  responds  to  your  letter  of  June  2,    1972  about  the  Defense 
realignment  actions  at  Otis  Air  Force  Base  (AFB)  and  the 
public  school  teacher  tenure  situation  described  by  Superinten- 
dent Roland  To    Brown  in  his  letter  to  you  dated  May  30,    1972. 

As  you  know,    the  Departments  of  the  Air  Force  and  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare  (DHEW)  with  the  National  Guard  Bureau 
are  providing  every  assistance  and  information  to  help  Mr.    Brown 
expedite  his  negotiations  with  the  school  teachers  affected  by  the 
realignment  at  the  AFB.    We  provided  the  details  about  these 
efforts  to  help  Mr.    Brown  in  our  June  9  letter  to  you.     However, 
Mr.    Brown's  letter  of  May  30,    1972  treats  another  matter:  the 
higher  costs  related  to  teachers  with  tenure  which  he  must  retain 
or  hire.     He  seeks  information  on  possible  Federal  assistance  in 
this  regard.      Cost  of  tenure  is  a  factor  in  most  school  systems 
and  public  and  quasi-public  organizations  and  typically  covered  by 
local  and  State  laws. 

In  this  instance  the  available  Federal  assistance  programs  are 
administered  by  the  DHEW.     These  are  under  Public  Law  81-874 
and,    if  Federal  school  property  becomes  available,    Public  Law 
81-815  may  be  applicable.     Public  Law  81-874  relates  to  assis- 
tance at  specific  rates  per  student  regardless  of  the  seniority  or 
tenure  status  of  teachers  or  others  in  the  particular  school  system. 
The  payment  rates  used  during  the  1971-72  Bourne  public  school 
year  were  $867.  35  per  annum  (based  on  average  daily  attendance) 
for  enrolled  children  living  on  base  with  their  parents  and  $433.  67 
for  enrolled  children  living  off -base  and  whose  parents  were 
Federal  employees  at  the  AFB.

For  the  school  year  1972-73,   the  DHEW  will  try  to  establish  a  basis 
for  the  school  system  obligations  brought  about  by  Otis  AFB  school 
children  enrollment  requirements  and  reach  agreement  with  Mr. 
Brown  to  assure  that  reasonable  costs  thereof  are  reimbursed 
notwithstanding  a  decline  in  Federal  activities  at  Otis  AFB.    Such 
agreement  must  be  based  on  reasonable  planning  consistent  with 
information  provided  by  the  Air  Force  and  Guard  Bureau.    Teacher 
contract  negotiations  can  then  be  completed  by  Mr.    Brown  before 
the  end  of  June. 

During  the  week  of  June  12,    1972,    significant  assistance  and  actions 
are  expected  in  regard  to  this  Bourne  Public  School  situation. 

Also,   during  our  subsequent  economic  adjustment  efforts  in  the 
area,   the  generation  of  job  opportunities  and  training  or  re-training 
of  unemployed  in  the  area  will  be  fully  explored  through  programs 
of  the  Departments  of  Labor  and  Commerce  and  the  Office  of 
Economic  Opportunity.

Dear  Congressman  Keith: 

As  you  are  aware,  the  Bourne  School  System  faces  an  impending  reduction  in 
its  student  enrolment  due  to  the  evacuation  of  Otis  Air  Force  Base  by  the  Air  Force. 
In  response  to  this  situation,  the  Bourne  School  Committee  did  not  renew  the  contracts 
of  105  first,  second  and  third  year  teachers.    In  total,  this  is  approximately  the 
number  of  teachers  required  by  the  presence  of  Otis  Air  Force  Base  students  within 
our  school  system.    This  action  was  required  by  Massachusetts  State  Law  which 
mandates  that  teachers  in  a  school  system  who  are  serving  on  tenure  have  a  legal 
right  to  any  teaching  position  for  which  they  are  qualified.    Tenure  people  must  be 
retained  and  non-tenure  people  dismissed. 

Inevitably,  this  must  result  in  a  substantial  escalation  in  the  cost  of  education 
within  the  Town  of  Bourne  as  first,  second  and  third  year  teachers  are  replaced  by 
more  expensive  tenure  teachers  due  to  the  reduction  at  Otis  Air  Force  Base.    Teachers' 
salaries  are  the  major  cost  item  in  any  school  budget.    In  effect,  the  Town  of  Bourne 
will  be  caught  in  an  economic  pincer  between  the  withdrawal  of  students  from  Otis 
Air  Force  Base  and  the  mandates  of  state  law. 

I  have  consulted  with  Mr.  Erik  Anderson,  Senior  Program  Officer,  Region  I, 
Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  and  he  has  indicated  that  there  is  no 
redress  under  P.L.   874  in  this  situation.     I  would  be  most  appreciative  if  you  would 
inform  me  as  to  other  sources  of  federal  assistance  that  are  available  to  relieve  the 
Town  of  Bourne  of  this  financial  burden  which  has  been  imposed  by  the  reduction  of 
federal  activities  on  Otis  Air  Force  Base.

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Dear  Congressman  Keith: 

I  am  writng  to  ask  for  any  assistance  you  may  give  to  me  and  the  104 
other  teachers  in  the  Bourne  School  System  whose  contracts  have  not  been 
renewed  for  the  1972-73  school  year,  due  to  the  phasing  out  at  Otis  A.F.B. 
The  uncertainty  of  the  condition  in  Bourne,  coupled  with  the  dire  lack  of 
teaching  positions  in  other  communities,  has  left  over  100  of  us  in  a  position 
©f  barely  having  a  glimmer  of  hope  for  the  ensuing  year.  I  say  this  because 
each  of  us  has  only  to  look  forward  to  a  year  without  a  salary,  a  year  with- 
out medical  coverage  at  a  group  rate,  a  year  in  which  not  one  of  us  will 
be  able  to  collect  any  form  of  unemployment  although  we  have  been  dismissed 
from  our  positions,  and  lastly  and  most  importantly  a  year  in  which  we  can  let 
our  teaching  abilities  and  talents  go  to  complete  and  utter  waste. 

This  last  fact  that  I  have  mentioned  is  what  is  so  totally  dismaying. 
I,  as  well  as  many  others  who  teach  on  the  base  itself,  have  dedicated  myself 
to  educating  and  developing  the  minds  and  well  being  of  government  dependents, 
and  yet  the  government  finds  it  fitting  to  let  us  either  slip  into  unobtrusive 
oblivion,  or  to  show  up  meekly  at  the  Welfare  Office  when  September  rolls 
around.  We  as  teachers  do  not  want  to  be  treated  with  "benign  neglect." 

Yet  it  does  seem  a  gross  neglect  of  money  and  intelligence  to  let  so 
many  schools  sit  idle  next  year  when  there  are  so  many  eager  and  capable 
people  only  to  glad  to  function  as  participating  and  tax  paying  citizens. 
We  are  people  who  want  to  work,  who  don't  want  to  rely  on  the  government  to 
support  us,  who  have  spent  a  tremendous  amount  of  time  and  money  in  educating 
ourselves-'  only  to  further  educate  the  children  of  today  to  become  useful  and 
functioning  citizens.  Surely  this  has  to  be  the  goal  of  most  teachers  because 
a  lucrative  position  teaching  is  not. 

It  is  with  these  thoughts  in  mind  that  I  earnestly  ask  you  to  do  all 
within  your  power  to  help  remedy  our  situation.  I  assure  you  that  there 
will  be  many  grateful  families  who  will  appreciate  all  that  you  do. 

May  I  thank  you  advance  for  any  interest  you  may  take  in  our  plight. 
Rest  assured  you  will  be  representing  an  extremely  fine  group  of  individuals. 
I  watch  with  interest  for  the  very  first  time,  first  hand,  representation 
in  action.

Gov.  Sargent  yesterday  announced 
plans  for  a  state-sponsored  open  univer- 
sity in  Massachusetts  with  an  eventual 
enrollment  of  25,000  students. 

The  chief  executive  told  a  State  House 
press  conference  he  expects  the  proposed 
college  without  walls  would  open  in  1972. 
He  estimates  operating  costs  at  10  per 
cent  of  those  for  a  conventional  univer- 
sity. 

Chancellor  Edward-C.  Moore  of  the 
Bpar^fHighexJgducation  explained  that 
"the  proposal  would  promote  a  wide  range 
of  options  to  the  "lock  step,  four-year 
university." 

He  said  the  open  university  provides 
opportunities  for  advanced  study  for  col- 
legedropouts,  for  persons  with  full-time 
jobs,  with  physical  and  financial  handi- 
caps who  want  to  continue  their  educa- 
tion at  their  own  pace  and  at  their  own 
convenience. 

ACCORDING  TO  SARGENT,  "Stu- 
dents may  earn  associate  in  arts  and 
bachelor  of  arts  degrees  without  the  re- 
quirement to  attend  specific  classes  in 
certain  locations."  They  would  study 
through  television,  correspondence  work, 
continuing  education  courses  and  ex- 
panded faculty  advisory  services,  the 
governor  said. 

Sargent  said  the  open  university 
would  be  a  top  priority  for  the  new  Cab- 
inet secretary  of  education.  He  said  that 
appointment  of  the  secretary.as  part  of 
a  reorganization  of  state  administration, 
has  been  blocked  because  the  Legisla- 
ture has  so  far  refused  to  approve  the 
necessary  funding. 

However,  he  said  consulting  funds  are 
available  for  planning  the  new  university 
and  was  confident  that  the  state  can 
take  advantage  of  forthcoming  federal 
grants  for  thre  new  program. 

MASSACHUSETTS'  open  university 
would  be  modeled  after  a  program  op- 
erating at  the  University  of  London  since 
1870  with  a  current  enrollment  of  35,000. 
It  has  been  so  successful  that  Britain 


has  just  begun  a  second  open  university 
for  25,000  students. 

Moore  said  that  New  York  state, 
which  is  a  national  leader  in  public 
higher  education,  has  set  up  an  open 
university  with  headquarters  in  Albany. 

He  said  he  would  propose  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Educa- 
tion that  planning  begin  immediately  so 
that  Massachusetts  could  begin  its  col- 
lege without  walls  with  a  core  of  basic 
freshman  courses  in  1972. 

MOORE  INDICATED  the  proposal., 
will  involve  the  suport  of  al  segments  of 
public  higher  education  in  the  state, 
from  public  broadcasting,  the  Educa- 
tional Testing  Service,  stae  agencies,  re- 
gional accrediting  groups  and  other  edu- 
cation organizations.

Please  be  advised  that  I  represent  a  number 
of  people  who  reside  in  southeastern  Massachusetts.   They 
have  become  increasingly  concerned  about  the  artillery 
firing  which  goes  on  at  Otis  Air  Force  Base  or  Camp  Edwards 
in  Falmouth,  Massachusetts.  They  are  also  concerned  about 
low  flying  aircraft  originating  from  Otis  Air  Force  Base. 

Their  concern  is  for  the  damage  to  the  peace  and 
quiet  of  a  densely  populated  area  and  for  the  mental  and 
physical  well-being  of  the  residents  of  the  area  and  the 
thousands  of  visitors  who  vacation  in  the  area.

The  Economic  Adjustment  Team  is  still  contemplating  three  days 
of  consultations  at  Otis  in  early  October.  One  of  their  main 
reasons  for  the  visits  as  I  understand  it,  is  to  meet  with  local 
officials  together  with  representatives  of  all  interested  Federal 
agencies  to  plan  how  to  best  use  property  that  map  be  freed  up.

The  various  points  identified  for  clarification  are  treated 
separately  following  the  original  sequence  of  presentation. 
Specifically: 

a.  Reference  paragraph  2,  Section  (c)  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Air  Force  letter.   The  total  Guard/Reserve  strength  of 
all  units  on  base  is  3,890.   These  units  will  be  conducting 
training  assemblies  during  each  weekend  of  the  month.   There- 
fore, by  training  on  each  of  the  four  weekends  per  month,  the 
Guard/Reserve  strength  will  average  approximately  9  72  each 
drill  period. 

b.  Reference  paragraph  3,  Section  (d)  of  the  Secretary 

of  the  Air  Force  letter.   The  terms  of  a  take  over  of  the  family 
housing  by  a  Massachusetts  Housing  Authority  would  be  subject 
to  negotiation  between  the  Federal  Government  and  the  State. 
If  the  State  takes  control  of  the  housing,  then  the  State  would 
determine  the  relationship  with  the  town. 

c.  The  Economic  Adjustment  Team  will  not  be  able  to  identify 
excess  Air  Force  requirements  during  their  visit.   After  the  Air 
National  Guard  take  over  of  the  base  on  January  1,  19  73,  excess 
facilities  and  real  estate  will  be  identified  for  screening  for 
other  military  and  Federal  use.   Upon  completion  of  this  action, 
excess  facilities  and  real  estate  will  be  turned  over  to  General 
Services  Administration  for  disposal. 

d.  The  term  "joint  military/civilian  usage"  applies  to  the 
aviation  facilities  of  the  airfield.   Those  facilities,  such  as

the  Strategic  Missile  Site  which  can  be  easily  served  from  the 
base,  would  possibly  be  available  for  other  civilian  usage  pro- 
vided there  is  no  other  Federal  use  for  the  property. 

We  hope  this  information  will  be  helpful.

More- 
over, as  a  result  of  special  interest  in  this  particular 
facility,  we  conducted  an  engineering  evaluation  and  con- 
firmed, the  previous  recommendations  that  it  be  deactivated 
and  torn  down. 

c.  As  you  know,  Commissary,  Exchange,  and  other  morale 
and  recreational  services  are  provided  under  the  scope  required 
to  support  the  on-base  active  duty  force.   We  shall  continue  to 
provide  these  services  at  Otis  AFB  as  long  as  the  assigned 
active  duty  forces  justify  them.   Retired  military  personnel 
will  alv/ays  be  welcome  to  make  use  of  the  facilities  available. 

d.  The  family  housing  area  at  Otis  AFB  consists  of  1,193 
units.   The  base  itself  has  currently  identified  requirements 
for  610  of  those  units.   We  plan  to  study  the  feasibility  of 
the  possible  _transfer  of  the  entire  family,  housing  'area  to 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  be  administered  by  a 
housing  "authority."   Such  an  arrangement  would  necessarily 
require  that  the  active  duty  forces  assigned  to  Otis  AFB  be 
guaranteed  first  priority  in  occupancy,  with  the  same  program 
and  rates  as  established  within  the  Department  of  Defense  (DOD) 
Military  Housing  Program.   A  recapture  right  would  also  be 
necessary  in  the  event  DOD  activities  on  Otis  AFB  were  to  be 
increased. 

Upon  completion  of  the  afore-mentioned  changes  in  active 
and  reserve  units,  we  intend  to  consolidate  facility  utilization 
to  the  maximum  extent  possible  and  to  accomplish  a  DOD  survey  of 
all  property  in  accordance  with  Executive  Order  1150  8.   We  en- 
vision that  certain  facilities  and/or  areas  will  be  identified 
as  excess  to  Air  Force  requirements.   We  also  anticipate  that 
certain  facilities,  such  as  the  Strategic  Missile  Site  and  air- 
craft operational  facilities  such  as  hangars  and  accessory 
buildings  might  be  identified  as  available  for  possible  "joint" 
military/civilian  usage.   We  have  already  agreed  to  return  320 
acres  of  land  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  use  by 
the  town  of  Falmouth  for  a  water  treatment  system.

I  am  pleased  to  reply  to  your  letter  dated  April  30  concerning  the 
possible  use  of  the  Otis  Air  Force  Base  hospital  by  the  Veterans 
Administration . 

We  conduct  studies  on  a  nationwide  basis  to  determine  the  location  and 
types  of  health  facilities  and  services  which  will  best  meet  the  changing 
requirements  of  veterans.  These  studies  aid  our  efforts  to  make  an 
equitable,  distribution  of  beds  in  relation  to  requirements  throughout 
the  country.   In  studying  our  long-range  needs  for  medical  facilities, 
we  consider  such  factors  as  veteran  population  concentration,  demand, 
ability  to  recruit  professional  staff,  and  the  location  of  medical 
schools. 

The  veterans  of  Cape  Cod  are  predominantly  served  by  our  hospitals  in 
Boston,  liassachusetts ,  and  Providence,  Rhode  Island.   The  occupancy 
rates  at  these  hospitals  are  within  the  normal  range  and  they  are 
operating  with  minimal  waiting  lists.   Thus,  we  have  no  plans  to  locate 
an  additional  hospital  in  this  area.

The  Plymouth  Bay  Girl  Scout  Council,  serving  all  of  Southeastern  Massa- 
chusetts, is  in  the  process  of  doing  a  property  inventory  study  of  its  many 
pieces  of  program  properties.  A  volunteer  task  force  has  been  working  for 
two  years  collecting  facts,  figures  and  materials  to  prepare  the  final  re- 
commendations for  the  Board  of  Directors.  In  evaluating  our  three  resident 
camps  it  is  almost  certain  that  one  recommendation  will  be  to  acquire  one 
large  piece  of  property  to  enable  us  to  run  multiple  and  varied  camping 
programs.  The  Otis  Air  Force  Base  is  within  our  council's  jurisdiction  and 
if  it  is  to  be  closed,  we  wondered  what  the  plans  were  for  disposal  of  the 
many  hundreds  of  acres  of  undeveloped  land  in  this  area. 

Since  1963  the  Air  Force  has  granted  us  permission  to  use  several  acres 
of  land  for  a  day  camp  each  year.  They  have  helped  in  many  ways  to  make  it 
possible  for  us  to  offer  a  camping  experience  to  the  many  girls  in  the  sur- 
rounding towns.  We  hope  this  land  will  continue  to  be  made  available  for 
the  Girl  and  Boy  Scouts  to  use  for  outdoor  camping.

This  responds  to  your  referral  of  May  17,    1972  concerning 
the  inquiry  you  received  from  Packaging  Industries  Inc.  , 
dated  May  9>    1972,   about  the  immediate  availability  of  a  hangar 
building  at  Otis  Air  Force  Base  (AFB)  for  their  acquisition  and 
use. 

As  you  know,   the  AFB  is  not  being  deactivated  and  the  transition 
of  base  host  and  certain  mission  responsibilities  from  the  Air 
Force  to  the  National  Guard  Bureau  will  occur  between  now  and 
the  summer  of  1973.     These  military  actions  must  identify  and 
define  specific  requirements  for  facilities  and  property.     The 
Strategic  Air  Command  mission  will  continue.    The  Coast  Guard 
and  Army  missions  may  expand  their  existing  requirements. 
Other  Federal  activities  will  also  continue  at  Otis  AFB. 

Some  property  may  become  excess  to  the  military  requirements 
over  the  1972-73  time  frame  of  the  transition.     Assuming  no 
Federal  civilian  agency  requirements  develop  for  use  of  such 
excess  Federal  property,   disposition  as  Federal  surplus  property 
for  use  by  public  agencies  or  private  enterprise  could  result. 

As  we  understand  the  Packaging  Industries,   Inc.    inquiry,    a  sub- 
stantial investment  in  a  production  facility  with  special  equipment 
is  anticipated  on  their  part.    Their  concept  of  use  also  assumes  that 
many  skilled  civilians  employed  at  Otis  would  become  unemployed 
and  available  for  corporation  jobs:    this  may  not  turn  out  to  be  correct. 

We  will  fully  inform  the  representatives  of  the  President's  Inter- 
Agency  Economic  Adjustment  Committee  about  this  private  sector 
employer  and  their  prospects  for  expanding  employment  in  the 
Barnstable  County  area.     This  information  will  be  considered  in 
the  economic  adjustment  effort  we  expect  to  pursue  with  the  area 
leadership  groups  after  July  1,    1972. 
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We  will  also  explore  the  potential  for  use  of  alternative  facilities 
by  the  corporation  with  the  Air  Force  and  National  Guard  Bureau 
during  their  military  requirements  analysis.     No  immediate  use 
of  base  property  is  feasible  but  we  will  make  every  effort  to 
capitalize  on  job  opportunities  the  corporation  may  develop  in 
Barnstable  County.

The  ESSO  Company  (Standard  Oil  of  New  Jersey) ,  back  in  the 
60 's,  acquired  the  exclusive  rights  in  many  countries,  in- 
cluding the  United  States,  for  a  Japanese  patent  for  the 
making  of  tubular  thin  walled  thermoplastic  materials,  such 
as  Polypropylene,  high  and  low  density  Polyethylene,  Styrene 
and  so  forth.   Since  that  time  they  have  spent  many  millions 
of  dollars  to  further  improve  the  basic  concept  to  the  point 
where  they  now  have  a  marketable  machine  which  makes  these 
tubular  films  faster  and  more  accurately  than  any  other  sys- 
tem in  the  world.   We  witnessed  one  of  these  machines  in 
production  at  one  of  their  affiliates,  Extrudo  Film  Company, 
Pottsville,  Pennsylvania,  and  it  certainly  was  an  amazing 
thing  to  see.

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I  believe,  that  if  ESSO  was  not  interested  in  the  manufacture 
of  any  equipment,  then  why  not  consider  Packaging  Industries 
the  sole  exclusive  manufacturer  of  the  entire  system,  and  af- 
ter many  negotiation  sessions,  about  the  middle  of  April,  ESSO 
and  Packaging  Industries  entered  into  an  exclusive  licensing 
arrangement.   I  can  assure  you  that  this  has  created  a  great 
deal  of  excitement  because  many  of  the  companies  who  are  pro- 
ducing films  with  different  methods  at  much  lower  rates  of 
speed  find  it  hard  to  accept  the  fact  that  our  company,  which 
in  many  instances  is  much  smaller  than  the  others  of  whom  I 
spoke,  could  possibly  make  such  an  arrangement  with  such  a 
giant  company,  but  I  guess  we  have  to  brag  a  little  by  saying 
that  after  ESSO  had  investigated  us  that  they  thought  we  were 
the  fastest  growing  and  most  knowledgeable  people  in  plastics 
and,  therefore,  wanted  to  join  up  with  us.   I  am  enclosing 
literature  on  this  process  which  is  called  the  Tubular  Water 
Bath  process. 

The  above  equipment  would  be  suitable  for  the  manufacture  of 
film  and  would  be  rolled  up  onto  rolls  for  sale  as  such,  and 
other  companies  would  then  convert  this  rolled  material  into 
bags.   However,  many  of  the  companies  want  a  turnkey  operation; 
in  other  words,  starting  with  the  plastic  in  its  resin  or 
pellet  form  and  have  the  finished  bags  come  out  the  other  end 
all  completely  automatically.   A  machine  for  doing  this  fold- 
ing, stacking  and  inserting  has  been  developed  by  CIL  of  Canada, 
who,  I  believe,  are  part  of  the  Imperial  Oil  Company,  and  there 
was  an  exchange  licensing  agreement  between  ESSO  and  CIL  so 
that  ESSO  acquired  the  manufacturing  rights  of  this  garbage 
can  liner  folding  and  stacking  machine  exclusively  for  the 
United  States.   In  our  agreement  with  ESSO  the  exclusive  manu- 
facturing rights  for  this  CIL  equipment  is  included  in  the 
license.   I  am  also  enclosing  a  package  of  these  bags  which 
were  produced  on  this  CIL  equipment.   Incidentally,  Mr.  Bambara 
and  I  visited  this  CIL  operation  in  Toronto,  Canada,  and  saw 
the  whole  operation  working  at  the  rate  of  120  garbage  can 
liners  per  minute. 

During  the  recent  AMA  Packaging  Show  held  at  the  Coliseum  in 
New  York,  during  the  week  of  April  17,  we  jointly  announced 
this  agreement  to  the  press  and  also  exhibited  products  from 
this  system  at  our  booth.   People  from  corporate  were  there 
for  the  entire  exposition,  both  from  ESSO  and  CIL.   During 
the  four  days  of  the  exposition  we  believe  we  had  between  200 
and  300  very  interested  potential  customers. 

These  machines  vary  in  size  depending  on  how  large  the  plastic 
tube  is  to  be.   It  is  our  intention  to  have  possibly  three  or 
four  of  these  machines, each  of  a  different  size,  set  up  per- 
manently here  for  demonstration  purposes.   in  the  case  of  the 
largest  machine,  we  believe  we  wxll  need  approximately  25  ft. 
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of  sealing  height  with  enough  additional  height  so  that  a 
traveling  crane  could  be  used  when  assembling  this  equipment. 

This  is "just  a  thumbnail  description  illustrating  the  basic 
needs  for  a  building  such  as  one  of  the  hangars  that  we  are 
talking  about.   We  are  well  aware  of  the  fact  that  we  should 
not  be  very  optimistic  in  being  able  to  make  such  an  arrange- 
ment, but  I  understand  that  there  are  eight  of  those  hangars 
now  idle,  and  it  would  produce  employment  for  approximately 
one  hundred  or  more  skilled  people,  many  of  whom  probably 
are  currently  employed  at  Otis  and  could  be  used  by  us  if  they 
care  to  remain  on  the  Cape,  and  I  understand  there  are  many. 

It  might  be  helpful  if  some  arrangements  could  be  made  to  visit 
one  of  these  hangars  if  there  was  any  inkling  of  our  being 
successful  in  acquiring  the  use  of  one.   We  thought  at  first 
that  we  would  not  be  needing  such  facilities  for  several  months, 
but  it  appears  that  ESSO  might  possibly  be  very  receptive  to 
making  one  of  these  complete  units  available  to  us  so  that  we 
could  almost  immediately  get  into  work  such  as  demonstrations. 
So,  time  is  of  the  essence.   If  sending  some  qualified  people 
to  testify  someplace  would  be  of  any  help,  please  let  me  know 
and  arrangements  will  be  made  immediately. 

As  I  said  before,  Hastings,  we  are  not  very  optimistic,  but 
we  would  sure  appreciate  anything  you  could  do.

I  have  received  the  information  you  requested  relative  to 
Otis  Air  Force  Base,  from  Colonel  John  J.  Shaughnessy ,  USAF, 
Chief  Plans  Group,  Legislative  Liaison. 

There  has  been  a  decision  made  which  will  affect  Otis  and  Eglin 
Auxiliary  Field  #9  (Hurlburt)  Florida.   At  Eglin  Auxiliary  Field 
#9,  the  319th  Special  Operations  Squadron  (SOSq)  will  nerse  with 
the  317th  SOSq  in  early  1972  to  form  a  single  composite  unit 
which  will  retain  the  317th  designation.   None  of  the  aircraft 
prevently  programmed  for  these  two  units  will  be  lost  due  to  the 
consolidation.   The  new  squadron  will  be  equipped  with  C/UC-123s, 
U-lOs  and  UH-IN  helicopters.

The  purpose  of  this  action  was  to  achieve 
savings  by  consolidation  of  smaller  units  and  collocation 
units  with  similar  missions  and  eauipment.   Training  for 
7th  SOF  would  also  be  facilitated  due  to  the  proximity  o^ 
Special  Forces  units  in  the  Southeast.   Future  air  supper 
the  10th  Special  Forces  at  Fort  Devens ,  Massachusetts,  wi 
provided  from  the  overall  resources  of  the  Tactical  Air  ( 
not  just  the  7th  SOF. 
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Studies  are  presently  in  process  that  address  red ictions 
and  realignments  o^  man-'  o^  our  bases  and  unit*^  at  home  and 
overseas.   While  it  is  possible  that  some  reductions  could  occur 
at  Otis  AFB,  in  addition  to  the  move  of  the  7th  SOF,  the 
decision  process  is  not  yet  complete.

These  actions  have  been  a 
part  of  a  decision,  first  reported  in  1968,  to  begin  a  phased 
modernization  of  the  air  defense  system.   The  concept  includes 
a  phase  down  to  a  smaller  and  much  less  costly  system  taking 
advantage  of  improved  operational  concepts. 

The  realignment  and  reorganization  of  defense  forces  also 
require  increased  reliance  on  the  combat  capabilities  of  the 
Air  National  Guard  (ANG)  units.   Aircraft  transferred  from  the 
active  force  to  the  ANG  units  are  considered  part  of  the  total 
force.   The  ANG  provides  day-to-day  defense  alert  capability 
and  supports  national  strategy  in  meeting  the  threat.

To  provide  the  best  possible  posture  of  the  defensive  forces,      ! 
at  the  least  cost,  the  concept  of  basing  lias  been  changed  during 
the  last  several  years  from  one  entailing  broad  coverage  of  the 
United  States  to  one  involving  predominantly  a  perimeter  defense 
along  the  northern  horde;  and  the  sua Lern  and  western  coastal 
regions.   Bases  for  both  active  and  ANG  air  defense  units  •■nust 
be  located  where  they  best  support  the  perimeter  defensive  posture 
against  the  primary  threat.   However,  current  \ii  Force  studies 
are  investigating  alternatives  to  improve  surveillance  along  our 
southern  perimeter. 

We  now  plan  further  force  realignments  beginning  this  spring 
which  will  include  the  inactivation  of  four  active  Air  Force 
F-106  squadrons  and  their  associated  dispersed  operating  bases 
(DOBs) ,  and  the  transfer  of  their  F-106  aircraft  to  the  ANG. 
The  overall  total  of  active/ANG  interceptor  squadrons  will  not 
change.   These  realignments  will  further  i.ncrease  ANG  participa- 
tion in  the  defense  role. 

We  also  plan  reductions  in  our  unmanned  forces.   I7e  are 
presently  operating  five  EOMARC  air  defense  missile  squadrons. 
The  BOMARC  squaarons  nave  contributed  tc  the  continental  United 
States  defense  against  penetration  by  long-range  bombers. 
However,  recent  analyses  indicate  to  OSD  that  an  acceptable 
defense  against  surprise  attacks  can  be  accomplished  by  the 
fighter  interceptor  forces;  therefore,  the  BOMARC s  are  being 
phased  out.

b.  Reference  paragraph  3,  Section  (d)  of  the  Secretary 

of  the  Air  Force  letter.   The  terms  of  a  take  over  of  the  family 
housing  by  a  Massachusetts  Housing  Authority  would  be  subject 
to  negotiation  between  the  Federal  Government  and  the  State. 
If  the  State  takes  control  of  the  housing,  then  the  State  would 
determine  the  relationship  with  the  town. 

c.   The  Economic  Adjustment  Team  v/ill  not  be  able  to  identify 
excess  Air  Force  requirements  during  their  visit.   After  the  Air 
National  Guard  take  over  of  the  base  on  January  1,  19  73,  excess 
facilities  and  real  estate  v/ill  be  identified  for  screening  for 
other  military  and  Federal  use.   Upon  completion  of  this  action, 
excess  facilities  and  real  estate  v/ili  be  turned  over  to  General 
Services  Administration  for  disposal. 

d.   The  term  "joint  military/civilian  usage"  applies  to  the 
aviation  facilities  of  the  airfield.   Those  facilities,  such  as 


the  Strategic  Missile  Site  which  can  be  easily  served  from' the 
base,  would  possibly  be  available  for  other  civilian  usage  pro- 
vided there  is  no  other  Federal  use  for  the  property. 

We  hope  this  information  will  be  helpful.

A  recent  communication  between  the  Secretary  of  the  Air  Force 
and,  I  assume,  the  members  of  the  congressional  delegation  includ- 
ing yourself  was  published  in  part  by  the  Cape  Cod  Standard  Times 
on  August  9,  1972,  which  is  enclosed.   It  concerns  the  present  and 
projected  status  of  Otis  Air  Force  Base  on  Cape  Cod,  which  lies 
within  the  legislative  district  that  I  represent  in  the 
Massachusetts  State  Senate . 

As  a  result  of  the  communication  and  subsequent  publicity,  I 
recently  met  with  members  of  the  Bourne  School  Department,  and  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  of  Bourne  to  discuss  the  issuies  represented  by 
the  Secretary's  letter. 

After  a  lengthy  discussion,  the  consensus  of  opinion  was  that 
immediate  efforts  should  be  taken  to  insure  that  the  officials 
representing  the  Town  of  Bourne,  and  other  area  towns  affected  be 
included  in  any  immediate  or  future  Federal  State  negotiations 
with  regard  to  the  disposition  of  Otis  properties,  their  use,  con- 
signment, or  relinquishment  by  the  Federal  Government. 

Any  and  all  decisions  made  with  regard  to  Otis  on  the  part  of 
the  Federal  Government  will  bear  directly  on  the  future  economic 
well-being  of  area  towns,  especially  Bourne,  where  the  family 
housing  resources  are  located. 

I  point  out  with  particular  emphasis  that  Secretary  Seamans 
states  in  part  in  his  August  fourth  correspondence,  which  is 
enclosed,  that  the  Air  Force  will  "study  the  feasibility  of  the 
possible  transfer  of  the  entire  family  housing  (some  1193  units) 
to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  be  administered  by  a 
housing  authority. 


This,  as  I  am  sure  you  can  appreciate,  poses  serious  conse- 
quential questions  with  regard  to  educational  costs,  police  and 
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fire  protection  and  vital  town  services  to  a  large  number  of  possible 
instant  inhabitants. 

Federal  law,  Chapter  874  now  provides  educational  reimbursement 
to  the  Town  of  Bourne  and  adjacent  area  towns  in  two  classifications: 

(a)  that  a  student  whose  parent  is  employed  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment residing  on  Federal  property  and  being  schooled  in  the 
community  (100%  of  projected  and  substantiated  tuitional  costs)  and 

(b)  that  the  student  whose  parent  is  employed  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment but  residing  on  property  other  than  Federal -owned  property, 
(50%  by  formula  of  projected  and  substantial  school  costs. 

From  this  example  alone,  you  can  readily  see  that  a  possible 
one-half  reduction  of  Federal  aid  to  education  in  the  case  of 
children  inhabiting  the  projected  610  units,  the  Air  Force  antici- 
pates it  would  need  for  personnel  retained  at  Otis  were  the  housing 
units  to  be  transferred  to  the  Commonwealth. 

Making  the  balance  of  583  housing  units  available  for  public 
housing  to  non-military  personnel  could,  in  addition  to  the  afore- 
mentioned reduction  of  funds,  create  a  monumental  educational  cost 
increase  on  a  single  town  already  subject  to  economic  stress ;  the 
aggregate  of  these  combined  costs  alone  can  be  estimated  to  possibly 
total  well  into  the  millions  of  dollars. 

Several  serious  questions  can  be  posed  by  the  towns  in  which 
the  Otis  reservation  is  located  such  as: 

1.  Can  the  Commonwealth   legally  form  and  operate  a  "housing 
authority"  in  a  town  where  such  a  local  authority  is  legally  and 
duly  constituted  by  existing  law? 

2.  Would  Federal  Laws  Chapter  874  reimbursements  be  reduced  by  the 
projected  possible  transfer  of  housing  from  Federal  to  State  owner- 
ship/control? 

3.  Would  or  should  the  Commonwealth  bear  a  responsible  fiscal  role 
in  broader  funding  for  possible  escalation  of  educational  costs  in 
non-military  housing  units  totaling  millions  possibly? 

4.  What  additional  community  responsibilities  in  the  area  of  public 
service  could  be  represented  in  transfers  of  housing  and  additional 
lands  at  Otis  to  the  Commonwealth  or  area  Towns? 
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A  host  of  serious  additional  questions  could  well  be  forthcom- 
ing as  the  transition  proceeds.   In  light  of  the  above  observations 
and  concerns,  may  I  respectfully  request  that  you  convey  my  oppo- 
sition to  any  transfer  of  Base  housing  and/or  properties  to  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  until,  and  only  after,  the  officials 
in  the  local  communities  of  Bourne,  Falmouth,  Sandwich  and  Mashpee 
have  been  included  in  the  present  and  anticipated  future  feasibility 
studies  and  consultations  between  Federal  and  State  officials. 

May  I  commend  your  office  on  its  keen  sensitivity  with  regard 
to  the  anticipated  changes  at  Otis  and  your  willingness  to  apprise 
the  towns  of  these  changes.   I   would,  however,  insist  that  those 
same  towns  be  allowed  a  voice  in  the  shaping  of  their  communities' 
future  and  subsequent  destiny.

BOURNE  —  Just  under  11,000  tax  bills  will  go  forth  to 
property  owners  in  Bourne  today,  according  to  tax  coUector 
Kenneth  Burgess.  Bourne  may  possibly  be  the  first  town  on 
Cape  Cod  to  get  its  tax  bills  out,  repeating  a  record  set  last  year. 

Selectmen  Barry  Johnson  and  Jerry  Cahir  explained  this 
week  that  "although  we  are  definitely  aggrieved  that  the  State 
did  not  come  through  with  reimbursements  on  state  owned  land 
in  Bourne,  we  did  not  anticipate  this  revenue  on  advice  of  the 
Massachusetts  League  of  Cities  and  Towns." 

Bourne  would  have  reaped  ai  additional  harvest  of  over 
$1  million  had  the  state  fulfilled  its  commitment  to  provide  the 
assessment  reimbursement  for  state  lands  within  the  borders  of 
Bourne,  the  Selectmen  noted. 

"We  are  not  in  bad  shape  with  a  $2  tax  increase  this  year," 
both  selectmen  agreed.  They  noted  that  the  cause  of  the  increase 
was  inccrported  in  a  5.5  per  cent  across  the  beard  increase  to 
all  town  employees,  the  addition  of  new  men  to  the  police  (3) 
and  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  (4),  payment  of  half 


the  cost  of  new  assessing  maps  ($46,000),  renovations  to  Town 
Hall  ($150,005),  new  fire  truck  ($40,000.),  new  maintenance  de- 
partment building  ($56,000)  and  other  miscellaneous  departmental 
increased  costs.

There- 
fore, by  training  on  each  of  the  four  weekends  per  month,  the 
Guard/Reserve  strength  will  average  approximately  972  each 
drill  period. 


b.   Reference  paragraph  3,  Section  (d)  of  the  Secretary^ 
of  the  Air  Force  letter.   The  terras  of  a  take  over  of  the  family 
housing  by  a  Massachusetts  Housing  Authority  would  be  subject 
to  negotiation  between  the  Federal  Government  and  the  State. 
If  the  State  takes  control  of  the  housing,  then  the  State  would 
determine  the  relationship  with  the  town. 


c.  The  Economic  Adjustment  Team  v/ill  not  be  able  to  identify 
excess  Air  Force  requirements  during  their  visit.  After  the  Air 
National  Guard  take  over  of  the  base  on  January  1,  19  73,  excess' 
facilities  and  real  estate  will  be  identified  for  screening  for 
other  military  and  Federal  use.  Upon  completion  of  this  action, 
excess  facilities  and  real  estate  v/ill  be  turned  over  to  General 
Services  Administration  for  disposal. 

d.   The  term  "joint  military/civilian  usage"  applies  to  the 
aviation  facilities  of  the  airfield.   Those  facilities,  such  as 


the  Strategic  Missile  Site  which  can  be  easily  served  from  the 
base,  would  possibly  be  available  for  other  civilian  usage  pro- 
vided there  is  no  other  Federal  use  for  the  property. 

We  hope  this  information  will  be  helpful.

The  Board  of  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  you  for  forwarding  to 
them  Mr.  Seamans  letter  of  August  [|.,  1972,  regarding  Otis  Air 
Force  Base.   The  letter  was  informative;  however,  it  did  raise 
some  very  serious  questions. 

The  letter  stated,  "We  plan  to  study  the  feasibility  of  the 
possible  transfer  of  the  entire  family  housing  area  to  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts."   This,  of  course,  is  of  major 
concern  to  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

The  entire  housing  at  Otis  Air  Force  Base  lies  within  the 
township  of  Bourne.   As  you  know,  our  school  system  is  supplemented 
by  funds  under  Public  Law  87^,  and  to  qualify  for  full  reimburse- 
ment ("A"  students)  the  children  must  be  of  federally  employed 
families  living  on  federal  property. 

If  the  Air  Force  were  successful  in  transferring  the  housing 
area  to  the  Commonwealth,  all  of  the  children  in  the  610  units 
that  the  military  say  they  will  need  will  immediately  become 
"B"  students,  for  which  the  Town  of  Bourne  would  be  reimbursed 
at  $G-/o   under  Public  Law  8714..   Further,  they  state  that  they 
need  610  of  a  total  of  1193  units.   A  major  question  then 
becomes,  who  is  going  to  occupy  the  remaining  583  units? 
If  it  were  administered  by  a  Massachusetts  Authority,  but 
located  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Town  of  Bourne,  would 
the  taxpayers  of  Bourne  be  burdened  with  the  school  expenses 
involved?
